FOR 14,000 BARRELS 
MONTANA OIL 
ands Osu 
CALGARY, Alta. Many people ex- 


press doubt in regard to what will be 
one with all the oil that promises to 
be produced in the Turner Valley, if 
all the wells now being drilled, be 
come producrs, 

The following story from Montana 
shows one of the pggsible outlets. 
There are many more: 

A contract for the purchase of 
14,000,000 barrels of fuel oil from the 
Kevin-Sunburst field at a cost of mare 
than $18,000,000 was awarded at St. 
Paul the other day to the California 
Petroleum company by the Great 
Northern railway according to an an- 


nouncement made in the Minnesota 
city by F. A. Bushnell, purchasing 
agent of the railway company. 


Biggest Fuel Oil Deal 
The deal involved the largest fuel 
oil purchase ever made by the west- 
ern transcontinental railroad and is the 
largest single transaction of the kind 
involving Montana fuel 


ever made 


oil, officials of the Great Northern 
said at St. Paul after the transaction 
had been completed. The con- 
tract calls for delivery of 14,000,000 
barrels of o!l over a period of four 
years, The Great Northern expects 
to consume about 3,500,000 annually. 

“At this rate, the Great Northern 
will spend about $12,000 daiiy for 
four years in Montana for its fuel 


oil,” Mr. Bushnell said, “The oil will 
be used on locomotives running from 
Williston, N.D., to the Pacifie coast. 
This is the longest stretch of railroad 
in the world using fuel oil exclusively. 
The Great Northern recently extended 
the service of its oil burning loco- 
motives from Havre to Williston.” 

The announcement made at St. 
Paul stated that because of the avail- 
ability of oil in Montana and its com- 
parative cheapness of production, this 
form of fuel been found more 
economical from an operating stand- 
point than coal, 

Closing of the contract between the 
Great Northern und the Cal‘fornia 
Petroleum was regarded by oil oper: 
Great Falls as a deal that 
will have far reaching effect on the 
Kevin-Sunburst field, It was declared 
to be assurance of a permanent out- 
let of the fuel oil residue from the 
field’s production, and consequently 
a guarantee againsi congestion of the 
fuel oi] shortage.
